Beside me stood National Geographic's 
Laie Marden, whe tae the renarkalle 
photographs accompanying this article. For 
both of as thest moments held magic, mcdelibly 
memorable. We were seeing man altempl a 
unique-and splendid thing, Atter millenniums 
of dreaming and preparation, humanity at 
last hae arrived) at that crossroads in time, 
these fleeting minutes in the history of the 


race, when earth's shackles might be cast off, 

Pioneer 7, roaring into a starlit sky on 
Qietober [i—the eve of Columbos Day— 
proved ia brilliant, if limiterl, succwss. Its 
BS-pound puyload arched into snuce in a 
tremendous parabola and attained a distunce 
af 71,300 miles from earth, nearly a third of 
the distance to the moon and 29 times farther 
(ut than any man-made satellite orbiting our 
planet. Instruments fashed back thousands 
of reudings on space conditions. 


Velocity Only 600 Miles Short 


The payloud’s velocity of more than 73,500 
miles an hour, greater than that of any 
previous rocket, fell short by only about 
(00 miles an hour of the impetus needed to 
loft it-into the grasp oof lunar yravity, Ape 
proximately 43 hours after launching. it tum- 
bled back into earth's atmosphere and burned. 
An infrarer scanning device, desiened to make 
television-like pictures of the moon's unknown 
fat side, never had a chance to function. 

But. for the first tirne, man had fired elec- 
tronic eves: and ears inta true space, far 
beyond the last vestiges of his planet's air, 
dee inta the dark abyss that leads to infinity, 

The other two Air Force moon rockets failed 
anon alter take-off.

Thor Missile Serves aa Booster 


For about two-thirds its length the moon 
rocket is a browd and gently tapered cylinder 
——the Thor first «tuge. Atop Thor, like an 
elongated, blunt-nosec) hullet. ride the second 
and third stages and the payload, all fitted to- 
gether so snuuly that they seen a single entity. 
Rising, the rocket will drop its used stages, as 
a sprinter might shed encumbering garments. 

Beside Pioneer stands a slender crane, and 
cables stretch from the crune's top to the 
rocket’s side, Umbilical cords, missilemen call 
them: they feed electric power until seconels 
before firing. when they drop and the rocket's 
batteries take over. 

From vents in Thora chill, fogey exhalation 
gushes out, Thor, at rest, expels this gaseous 
breath to relieve the pressyre of evaporation 
from tons of liquid oxvuen, the oxidizer for its 
fuel, o derivative of kerosene. Frost encnists 
the rockets sides and occasionally ftinkes off 
in tiny snow showers (page 163), 

Sutidenty in response to some entreaty from 
its entrails, Thor belches-hillowing clouds uf 
vapor. ‘They spread, obscure the pad, reach 
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out a hundred wispy tendrils toward me, and 
hide all but the towering rocket, For 9 mo 
ment this scene evokes a curious sense of 
Unreality, as if 1 stand in the swirling, heavy 
itmosphere of another planet in another age.

A 
brief flare-up, a winking of fight, and the sec- 
ond stage fires: Then the rocket is pom, 
indistinguishable among the witnessing stars. 


Lunar Orbit Requires Critical Speed 


Various authorities have estimated that the 
eallint Piancer / hac no better than a one in 
twenty-five chance, or perhaps one in twenty, 
of orbiting the moon. The hows of celestial 
mechanics, as well as the complexity of the 
rockets. dictated Jong-shot odds, 

Complicate] movements of moon, earth, 
ancl sun in relation to ote another all hae to 
he tuken into consideration. Astrophysicists 
computed that the rocket might be fred suc- 
cessfully only during three 18-minute periods 
falling: on successive days each month. 
Nearly ayearavo they set 3:42 0. m,, eastern 
standard time, October 11, as the earliest pos- 
sible moment for launching Promerr J. It 
lifted off only nine seconds late, no small 
feat in itself, 

Ideally, a moon rocket should be launched 
to the east from a point at or near the 
Fquater, Such a-site imparts to the rocket 
the maximum benefit- of earth's 1,000-mile- 
gn-hour rotational speed. Also, a shot from 
the Equator offers the best parabolic trajec- 
tory to the moon. The favorable factors 
diminish slightly with each degree of latitude 
—and Cape Canuveral lies at 28° north. 

Missilemen also faced a spiny problem in 
boasting the probe to a certain critical veloc- 
itv. Escape velocity, the speed necessary to 
send an object forever from earth's gravite- 
tional clutch, is approximately 25,000 miles 
an hour, Contrary to published reports, the 
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Air Force did) not seek, or want, such speed, 
Earth and ion share a common center of 
wravity, deep beneath our planets crust. 
Escape velocity would shoot a payload past 
the moon, as well ns away from earth, or 
possibly into the lonar surface like a meteorite. 
So the Air Force sought a velocity just 
above 74,000 miles an hour, Given this initial 
speed, the probe would toast toa point about 
175.000 miles from earth, where lunar gravity 
uraidually gains ascendancy over our own. [ts 
ice now reduced to a telatie crawl, the 
instrumented packave would be cuptored by 
this-secondary gravitutional field, and would 
fall toward the moor, again accelerating, 
Atop its payload the Ai Force placed o 
small retro-. or braking, rocket (opposite). 
A radio command signal from .carth, it was 
hoped, would fire the rocket and tilt the pack- 
to inte orbit around the moon FEarth-to- 
moon distance, atwwut 775,000 miles for /ra- 
neer (= interception attempt, would require a 
joutney lusting 244 days (chart, page 166).

“That's not the worst of it. What happens 
if you don't have a brainy bind?”

Pioneer | 
was brainy, but its 1. QO. was not quite high 
encurh. It started the journey at slightly 
too hich an angle, and Jater stages com- 
poured the error. 

‘Thor's normal euidance system would have 
sensed and corrected the minor deviation, but 
it had been removed becouse of weight con- 
siderations.

mation eytheree! my eateliite instruments ancl 
then will transmit the data to earth in. rela: 
tively brief periods. 

In foture vears, with more perwerful rockets, 
pavioads will increase greatly in weight: solar 
batteries will pawer their instruments. 

Why, the reader may osk,. should man 
attempt expensive assaults on space? Maj. 
Gen. Donald SN. Yates; USAF, commander af 
the Athintic Missile Kange, arewere! the 
question for me: 

“Vere pushing back the frontiers of know! 
edee. In any scientific field vou must venture 
Inte the tnknown: vou cannot abways predict 
What you're going to get out of it. Hut lam 
very, vers slire the work we do here, now and 
in the future, will develop something of value 
for mankind, as well os gatn for our country a 
military ood an economic advantage.

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In Austrian one can and does forwet. There 
is more talk of the cold war In Washington 
than in Vienna, and here, scarcely o cannon 
shot from the empire of Commiutnism, one 
talked of it not at oll, Swallows wheeled over 
the fortress- walls, cowbells. chimed through 
the forest, and at noon the white oxen moved 
like sleeowalkers ucross the heat-struck field, 
Peace lay like o golden haze upon the land- 
Scape. 

Volkmar Wentzel, National Geographic staff 
photographer, and T had come to explore Bur- 
wenland and Lower Austria (map, page 181), 
in the forther Russian zone of occupation, 
umd to report.on these first years of fully re- 
gained freedom. It was usually we who had 
to bring up the subject of “the bad times.” 
The Austrians, Jooking forward, had no time 
to waste on harren memories.* 


Occupation Left Many Sears 


Physical evidence of Red occupation was 
still at hand, certainly. We stood appalled 
before the once lovely baroque facade of 
Schloss Laxenburg, outside Vienna, which had 
housed Russian troops for several years, Tt 
looked as if a horde of hoodlumes had vented 
their rage wpon it. Great holes pockmarked 
the plaster, shutters hung crazily by a nail, 
the smiticge of of] fires darkened half the 
rooms, witter pipes were ripped from the walls, 
Nota fixture of any sort, not a pane of gloss, 
not a stick of furniture remained, 

Neatly two vears after liberation, nothing 
had been done to restore Laxenhurg’s pristine 
grandeur: it remained as a kind of lueubrious 
ATonument to the Unknown Looter. 

Throughout the freed provinces, however, 
the work of digging out was well begun. The 
Rurgtheater in Vienna, gutted by fire during 
the battle for the city tn 1045, had been re- 
uit. Haden, headquarters for the Soviet 
forces, had torn down the fente which literally 
walled off the 20,000 Russians billeted on a 
resort town of only 27.000 Austrians and wis 
refurbishing its mauled ane battered hotels. 

In every city and hamlet the wounds of 
oecupation. left untenderd till the last Rus- 
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sian, tears in his eyes. quit the country, were 
being healed in a feverish attempt to. make 
up for Jost time, 

Invasion, of course, was scarcely 4 new ex- 
perience for Austrians, and especially for those 
of the border provinces, At the guunt keep of 
Lockenhaus. a few miles from Bernstein, we 
watched une afternoon a celebration of the 
castle's 750 vears of frontier defense.

When Mo- 
hemmed [V, “King of all Earthly and Heav- 
only Kings,” descended on Austria for the last 
time in 1683, he wrote the Emperor Leopold 
that “We have with Us: thirteen kings with 
1,300,000 warriors, infantry and civalty.

When Raab odded, os ao kind of aiter- 
thought, that Austria's most important asset 
was the industriousness of its own people, | 
asked him if he thoweht all this concentration 
on economic recovery hac changed their char- 
eler. | | 

“Up to quitting time—ves,” he said. “To- 
day we work more and faster than before, and 
enthusiasm for things technical has certainly 
cuptured our youth. But we have still the 
same. love for music, for o wood book, for 
leisurely pet-togethers. All in oll. Td say we 
have become o litth Americanized by day. 
But in the evening we ate Austriins-still!”

Even by day [found the Austrians reassur- 
invly Austrian. It was often uphill work 
pumping Viennese officials for-statistica. Butt 
when T let drop the information that 1 was 
ettending the opera that evening, faces would 
lieht inp, 

“Ah! Der Reventoeaiert Ves, the aplrit, 
the essence of Vienna! Tell me, who is sing- 
bne tonieht?" 

And there would be no further talk of dull 
matters like economics 

Tn Vienna a cabinet crisis tan arise and 
pass without ton much fuss, But rumors of a 
change in the management of the state-owned 
Burgetheater—that will have the whole town 
ly the ear. 

The event which to most Austrians sieni- 
fied the liberation was not a paride of troops 
of a political speech, but the christening of 
the bombed-out and rebuilt Stamtsoper, the 
Operu House, in November, 1953. Tt come 
Lined the more heetic features. of a World 
Series opener, an Thauguration Ball, and the 
first Armistice Day. 

The perfiirmanee had been sold out for 
monthe—at £200 for the best seats! Austrians 
flocked back to Vienna from all over Europe. 
And when the curtain went up on Beethoven's 
Fidelia, the Opera House nearly Jost ite root 
a second time. Outside. thousands of Vien- 
nese simply stood about, sharing silently in 
this musical rite of freeclom. 

Austrians—Viennese, especially—have no 
great difficulty in answering the philosopher's 
query: “Freedom for what?” To them the 
reply is obvious: “Freecom to enioy oneself,”

The only problem isto get them. When an 
English company came to Vienna to present 
Vivien Leigh and Sir Laurence Olivier in 
Shakespeare's Titws Andronicus, twice xs many 
people struguled for seats as the house could 
hold, J pulled all the governmental strings at 
my command and failed to get even stancing 
Tino . 

Food for theught—there is plenty in Vienna. 
But no Viennese spurns the humbler fuel, In 
fact. ane sometimes is persuaded that there 
is no pleasant of ciramatic spot in the country 
Which has not been visited by at least two 
Austrians, one of whom has turned to Uwe ether 
and said, “Now wouldn't thi¢ he a wonderful 
place lo put o restaurant?” 

Tsampled os many restaurant specialties ss 
1 could, and left Austria a wiser, weightier 
man, Hut | hail scarcely dented the nation’s 
gastronomic Stirtace. 

You can dine in any foshion vou like—from 
the suave elegance of the Three Hussars to 
the pungent, raucous Esterhasyhkeller, You 
can eat shish kehab from flaming swords at 
the Balkan Cenoll, or schnitzel at the 500-year- 
old Griechentwisel. 

For a com! solid meal you can and should 
repuur to Sacher’s for boiled) beef and borse- 
radish savce—a plebeian-sounding dish of 
celestial sucenlence. Venison appears often on 
menis, aml occasionally boar. For sandwiches 
concocted! of fire and spice, Viennese m ao 
hurry (there are a few) resort to “Preesniew- 
ski's and stand up ata har munching pflefferoni 
and caviur. 


Pastrics Play Part im Love Affairs 


One should not suppose that the Viennese 
eats a great deal; be merely eats all the 
tiie—a snack here, a stop for tea there. A 
famous batting place for a spot of confec- 
tionery is Demel's; where the whipped-cream 
machine works night and day, uncesasingly, 
like the broom of the Sorcerer's Apprentice. 1 
always enjoved picking op a couple of chickens 
there—wzolden brown, crisp, cooked to 9 turn, 
amd with no bones: at all: in fact, they were 
made of pastry, filled with chicken, | 

The city’s many gatiden restaurants afford 
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Thorne elbow room, plus plenty of flower-scented 
air. Wentzel and | frequented one in the 
Stadtpark, where a waitress who hae once met 
Emperor Frane Joseph served us Sackertorte 
—a lavered splendor among chocolate cakes— 
anal coffee avalanched in ScAélerolers, or 
whipped cream. Here couples onder Arapjen, 
pastries which maidens in love traditionally 
share with their young men—a delicious hint, 

Coffee one of the few vestiges of the 
Turks which the Vienrése bol! dear, On o 
small side street | saw the plaque commem- 
orating the town’s first coffeehouse, originated 
about 1683 by 4 Polish mercenary wha found 
a sack left behind by the vanquished foe and 
decided to experiment. Worship of the bean 
has gone on steadily since those days, ane in 
a peculiarly civilized: manner. 

The Austrian cofferhouse ts a last refuge 
of leisure, a club for every oman, Here one 
tan retire, call for o newspaper, and vanish 
into the day's news without further fret. No 
one will hustle about, trving to sell you a 
full meal; no one will cough meaningfully as 
vou spin out your cop of espresse the whole 
length of the Tins, Ti vou wish to chat. you 
may: if merely to contemplate the passing 
parade, thats all right, too, Some of the men 
ensconced behind their daily papers appear 
not even to have been dusted off for weeks. 


Vienna a City to Explore Afoot 


Tf one of the jovs of Vienna is sitting down, 
another is walking, The tortuous streets of 
the old town. enclosed by the Kinwstrasse. 
seem to follow the routes of forgotten brooks, 
meandering at random with many a pleasant, 
suthtenty chiscloserd surprise, “There are few 
hetter ways of vetting to know a city than ty 
vel lest init, and 7, starting blithely cut from 
my quarters In Jasomirgotistrasse ( Yes-so- 
help-me-Giod Streeti, took constant odvan- 
tive of the methed. 

Vienna is a city of grandeur, of the vast 
Schénbrunon and Hofburg palaces, of mag- 
fificent churches like the Karlskirche and St. 
Stephen's, of princely residences like those of 
the Pallavicini and the Schwarzenbergs. (panes 
192-3). But it is also the home of old shops 
in the Schinlaterngasse (Street of the Hewuti- 
ful Lantern). of madly crowded antique 
Falleries run by noblewomen, of little upstairs 
chapels like that of St, Stanislaus Kostha— 
brilliant and prismatic as a Slovakian Easter 

This is not to suy thot walking is without 
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its tisks. At a crossing one day | heard a 
Viennese, his jacket creased by a passing 
fender, sigh aod mutter to his companion, 
“Ah, yes, we poor pedestrians, ... They should 
poison the lot of ws and get it ower with!" 

In some ways the pleasintest time to walk 
is at night, preferably on the hills of Grin- 
zing, a vine-wreathed outlying quarter of 
Vienna, Here, vintners hang out branches of 
evergtern, indicating that they are entitled to 
sell the 4evrizen—new wines laid down the 
previous: fall. Especially during May and 
June the Viennese flock to these pleasure spots 
in droves to drink and to eat fried and broiled 
chicken and to sing and sing, 

That is the joy of it, to wander homeward 
in the darkness, singing to oneself and lis- 
tening to the clink: of lasses and the ballads 
drifting through the open windows or over the 
hedges, not raucous but merely gay. 


Sonds and Laughter Enliven Suburbs 

The whole hill seems to be alive with centle 
laughter ond so, one imagmés. are all the 
other neighboring soit-lit hills beneath the 
Kahlenberg and out towards Gumpolds: 
kirchem, 

Rather pompously, Britain's Edward V1! 
announced Years ag that “The Viennese know 
not of satiety but sing, dance and love in per- 
petuity.” There are times, under a vernal 
moon, when the King’s appraisal appears not 
low farteteher. 

Hut Vienna is more than a setting for some 
lighthearted comic opera by Strauss, It is 


also a erent showcase of Baroque, a cradle 


af musical andl medical penius, and a city 
rapidly te-creating iteell. 

! came almost ignorant of Hareque and 
quite prejudiced against what struck me as 
“ornateness.” 0 did not remainse for long: 

My mentor was Dr. Sonja Jordan, an at- 
tractive young Ph.D. whe needed all her five 
or six. languages to convey # fraction of her 
passion for Baroque. She guided me far 
sever! days through Vienna's treasures, 
leaving me at the end limp but comvinced. 

Beneath the Karlskirche dome (page 194) 
she would explain, “See, it is like a cascade of 
grace falling from heaven, That is Barogiue— 
i Mow, a movement. a bursting throuch the 
classical forms of the Renaissance!” 

Before the great staircase of Prince Eugene's 
Stidtpalust, she would point cut, “It moves, 
it moves upward, like o fountain in reverse,” 

Gazing ot the undulating facade of the 
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Piaristenkirche, she cried outs “There it is— 
on the outside, the restlessness that pervades 
Baroque, like a melody, and on the inside. 
a view of heaven here and now, all pink ane 
blue and gold, with such a fragrance, and 
little angels everywhere! How can one pesist 
it?” And she stamped her foot in pretty 
irritation. 

For those who pursue-a musical tather than 
an architectural pilgrimage, Vienna: provides 
the same embarrassment of riches, “Mozurt 
hoses” gre many—perhaps, as someone sug- 
gested. because Mozart couldn't pay the tent 
and had to keep moving. 

“Well,” my friend Wentzel commented, 
“they're getting their rent money back new." 

Beethoven has given his name to even more 
residences: he moved when he learned that 
neighbors were listening to his pliving. Vou 
can visit the sumptuous salon in the old Palais 
Lobkowita where he conducted his. reno 
symphony (it now houses the Institut Fran- 
Cais). mul over in the Museum of the Society 
of the Friends of Music you can see un Eroica 
manuscript an which Beethoven himself eraser! 
the name of Napelean from the deication. 
Enraged at Honaparte’s declaring himself em- 
peror, the composer stormed, “fs he, too, 
nothing more than an ordinary human being?” 


Strauss Family Fished in Danube 


Memories of the great jostle one another, 
There is the dying Haydn, having himself cur- 
ned to the piano to play three tires the Aus 
trian national anthem be had composed. There 
8 Schubert at a funeral feast, toasting “To 
him whe will be next!" —which chanced to he 
himself, There js the whole family Strauss 
fishing on the banks of the Danube. There 
are Brahms, Bruckner, Mahler, Wolf, and 
Schinberg—a host of men who worshiped 
both the muse and Vier. 

The city’s medical raster, inchucing Freud 
and Adler, is scarcely less [lustriogs. Austria 
stl has more doctors per capita than mist 
other countries in the world, and draws its 
students from every nation, The University 
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of Vienna, when I visited it, had on its rolls 
several hundred students from Syria, Egypt, 
Troq. ane other for-lunp Linds. 

For Vienna's students the campus is the 
city jtsell, and « well-equipped one it is. 
Students bore how and where they please. 

AS many come as are qualified: the univer- 
sity has no formal quotu. Organized athletics 
are unknown: it is assumed that a stucent 
Will do as much or as tittle as he likes to keep 
his circulation goin. 

| found the casually dressed hove and 
girls sunning themeelves in the nec-Ren- 
nissince quad cf the university's main building 
as informed as Americon uncdereradimtes. but 
quieter, “There wes no horseplay; conversa. 
tion was polviingual and litshed, Some boves 
went in. for beards, virls for demure Vie- 
torian hairdes and the faintest of lipstick. 


Juvenile Crime on Wane 


Chancellor Raab had told me that crime 
amon Austrian youth has declined markedly 
in the past few years, with more and mote 
youngsters preparing themselves seriously for 
a ocoreer, For the frst time in a couple of 
tenerations, they coniront all the opportunities 
oF an expanding, fol a contracting, economy. 
Small wonder, then, that they can louk to the 
future with a sense of both hope and adven- 
Lute. 

Austria is on the move, We could feel i 
and see ftin both ber achiewements and her 
Plans. Vienna itself has not merely plaused 
the toothless gaps in her profile left by war: 
she has built more than 50,000 apartments 
since 49 anc has as many more. on the draw: 
ing boards, Twenty percent of the municipal 
budget mow goers into housing. 

A magnificent ult-conditioned sports hall 
holding 14.000 has gone up, and the Prater’ 
outside stadium is being enlarged from a ca 
pacity of 64,000 to 95,000. New -schools 
and kindergartens, express highways, under- 
yround street crossings, «large airport, bos: 
pitils, skyscraper upartment buildings, and

rillroad stations have mushroomed almost 
overnight. 

With all the building, the city's planners 
are nevertheless determined to lower Vienna's 
population density, not to raise it, They mean 
to insert green tongues of park and woodland 
into the metropolitan area, and on the swuth- 
eustern sector they are already planting a 
tren belt seven to nine miles long to prevent 
ensioh and shield Vienna from. the biting 
winds of the Hunvarian steppe. 

Once famous for its “superblocks,” Vienn 
is turning away from such fortresslike apart- 
ment howses toward units emaller, more color- 
ful, and more gardenlike. Austria's architects 
have toured Scindinavia, and their enthusi- 
osm for what they saw is alreatly making 
itself felt. 

As Prof. Erich Bolenstern, a leading archi- 
tect who redesigned the Opera House auci- 
torium, told me, “The Baroque is aver, We 
love it, but we must express our own times and 
use our own new materiale, Our aim isn’t to 
shaw off the wealth of our archdukes, but to 
serve the community. Inshort, more schools, 
hospitals, town plunning. trafie improvement, 
coud zoning laws...” 

Professor Boltensterm smiled and waver) his 
alusses at me gently. “Light, air, and grace,” 
he sail, “That le what we are trying to infuse 
Into owr desizns today. That is the beauty 
which ought to go hand in hand with a strict 
concer for furction,” 


Foiry Tales by Telephone 


Disaster had, paradoxically, some advan- 
taves for Austria in reconstructing. her econ- 
amy: she could start from scratch in scrapping 
an old plant and replacing it with the latest 
and most efficient models, 

One branch which has been thoroughly 
overhauled is communications. Its director, 
Der. Benno Schavginger, told me of an emer- 
geney telephone with which he was: experi- 
menting—it plugs into an ordinary electrical 
outhet—ani of the new, fully mechanized cen- 
tral post office just erected, 

His wreatest delight, however, seemed to be 
in the services anyone could summon just by 
dialing a number; Tushing buttons on a

me over the phone a baby sitter reciting fairy 
tiles and singing children’s songs, classical and

He added: "These servicesaren't free, vou 
know. The subscriber is billed for them. Why, 
we made 200,000 schillings |$8,000| in six 
menths—just from fairy tales!" 


Dams to Increase Power Output 


A national project now well ocdvanerd is 
the development of hydroelectric power. This 
hae called not only for big dams up in the 
Alpine foothills, but also a great system of 
harriers ulong the Danube that will, in effect, 
turn the river basin tatoa chain of lakes. 

Fifteen dams are planned. capable of gen- 
erating 14 billion kilowstt-hours a yent—as 
competed to Austria's prevent total consump 
tion of 1) billion, They would improve, not 
hinder, navigation. Two-chambered locks 
would assure continugus: trafic in each direc: 
tion, andl regulation of stream flow would not 
only eliminite costly teas but cower tacks, 
thoals, and nurrews that now tourna Danubian 
ckipper’s hair gruv. The lokes between dams 
would make the river even more of o ploy- 
cround far the Austrians than it now is. 

Wentzel antl 17 visited the first of these 
dams, one crmsing-the river between Vbbe and 
Persenbeug, on one of our several swings 
throweh the liberated provinces. Kut we found 
it hard to keep our minds for long on concrete 
and kilowatts; the Danube is: to creweert 
Withebeauty. Besides, it was the eve of the 
summer solstice. 

M unching strawberries a5 bie os plums; we 
rode to the abbey town of Melk, where the 
creat prow of the monastery—among the

River Lighted by Flowting Candles 


We copled our awn heels on the mud hank 
acroase the way, heneath Metk’s prowd towers, 
waiting for the Danube candle parade to begin. 
Presently, through the growing darkmess, © 
twinkling tide of tre moved silently down- 
stream. Thousands of tiny rush candles on 
little chips were borne along on the Danube's 
Hood, and slowly in among them wie boats 
hung with golden Tanterns: For hours the 


luminous procession bobbed past, to the claps: 


ated sighs of the thousands of holidaymakers 
on either shore, while fireworks hissecl upward 
ubeve the town and exploded cheerfully. 

We staved too late tu see. up in the hills, 
any Of the older-and wilder solstice rites, but 
we drove by the still glowing embers of bon- 
fires through which the young boys of the 
countryside had leaped at midnight, a custom 
dating from dim pagum times. 

Next doy we foatec| serenely down the 
river, from Vhbe on o steamer, Swept slong 
by the impatient current. the ship creaked 
ant groaned, awaved ane vawerd ke a sail- 
boat running before the wind. In the dining 
salon vacationing families dawdled over their 
stout lunches in unbuttoned ease, while groups 
of men played skat with enormous cards, 
steing handy at their elbows, 

Upon the bridge we watched the terraced 
vinevards of the Wachau region march in even 
ranks to the Danute’s: ede, punctuated ot 
every bend by castles of robber harcans. 

These tolltakers stretched chains actos: the 
river and hoisted fags warning all captains to 
heave to and pay their fee—or take a flying 
jump from the battlements. One of the worst 
wis Schreckenwald (°Terror of the Forest’), 
whe slept in his evrie at Agustein in a bev! 
hilt of human bones (page 202), 

Perhaps the best known of the ruins along 
this route, however, is romantic Dilrnstein, 
whose gray stones cling to a cliff top a few 
miles above Krems. At the foot of the castle, 
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embraced by its outer walls, crouches a tiny 
and exquisite village with perhaps the most 
beautiful clock tower in all Austria. 

But itis the ruin tteelf which oommands 
attention—thanks to » charming French bol- 
lad of the 13th century, According to this 
legend, Richard the Lionheart was held 
prisoner bere by Duke Leopold for many 
a weary week, until his squire, Blondel, «tis- 
mised asa troubadour, wandered beneath the 
wills und strock up one of his master’s fievor- 
ite songs. A sturdy voice took up the refrain 
from a high cell window, and Blondel, ex- 
claiming “() Richird, O man Rot!” knew his 
long search wie over, Ransom. tollowed, 

Actually, Richard was releuse! in a quite 
conventional manner on promise of payment 
of (30,000 marks. Part of the ransom pac for 
the fortifying of Wiener Neustadt, now one of 
Austria's chief industrial cities.

Monastery Links Two Villuges 


This medieval town is actually two villages 
tied together, lone known as Krems-und-Stein. 
The littl connecting link, a monastery anil 
a huddle of bowses, is known as Und. 

In Stein once lived a misicign more famous 
for what he collected than for anything he 
wrote himsell: Ludwig you Kochel, the col- 
lator of Mozart's works. Whenever vou hear 
ever your radia the announcement, “Sim- 
phony Number 40 in G Minor, Kochel list- 
ing 340," vou are hearing the echo-of a man’s 
devoted jifework 

(cress the mver from Koerems, where the 
magnificent abbey of Gattweig crowns a breed 
hill, another, mere modern story of musical 
discovery recently cropped up. Durime Work 
War TI the Navis ousted the monks and turned 
the monastery into a political school, When 
the Russians arriverl, they quartered! their 
troops in whatever rooms were hancdy—includ- 
ing the beautiful Hbrory. 

Bored, the soldiers ransacked the place for 
jewelry, kicked in paneling,-and ripped down 
tapestries. 

Then, early in 1937, arrived an American 
musicologist, AH. C, Robbins Landon, look- 
ing for lost pleces hy Haydn. With the 
learned abbot he begin poring over an old 
Catalogue of incegniti, or anonymous authors. 
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Suddenly he found himself staring at the 
theme of a Haydn mass, dating from about 
1750 but presumed Jost since the curly 19th 
century. 

Was the getudl manuscript still in Gitt- 
weig? Landon and the abbot rushed out to a 
sheaf of papers salvaged from oa dung heap 
where the Rueeians had tossed them. Ten 
minutes later they gave a joyous shout: There 
in their hands reposed the vellowerd document, 
intact, complete, after more than 150 years 
af ablivion. 

North of the Danube is still, perversely, 
Lower Austria. Stnking up Inte this remote 
and gently rolling land, Wentzel and [ trav- 
ersed] the twin sectors Enown as the Wald- 
viertel ancl the Weinviertel—the Wooder! 
(Quarter and the Wire Quarter. 


Signs of Red Occupation Remain 


This land of dark woods and shining custles, 
af steep-tnbled hamlets ond pleasent rivers 
has not gone unscuthed by the deviltries of the 
26th century: We motore! across one area of 
Wilderness near Wanlhalen, a | 2th-century 
gem of a town, where the Nazis had simply 
transplanted the inhabitants of 47 villages to 
other parts of Austria, just to make a troup- 
training center. 

We passed, too, many a mansion devastated 
hy Russinn mtoupati¢n, The once-lovely 
baroque chateau of Riegersburg, enlarged by 
the eminent architect Fischer von Frlach the 
Younger. we found a hollow <hell. Russian 
tank= parked in the garden had ripped ft to 
pirees; Russian trucks withdrawing to the east 
had carried away every piece of furniture, 
The caretuker, gloomily surveying the fe- 
mnins, estimated it would cost S1270,000. to 
repunr the hasic chimoage. 

Much, however, has been spared. Time hus 
only added o further glow te the medieval 
glamour of multitowered Heidenreichstein. 
Across the glistening moat, m whose calm 
water was reflected the sturdy central keep 
capped by ret tiles, we saw three booted and 
kerchiefed women slowly sevthing the erase 
henrath the bheetling walls. They might have 
stepped right out af the |Sth century. 

From the serene pust also seems to hove 
come, fresh and unspoiled, the tower-girt 
monistery of Altenburg, We stood in the 
thick embrasures of its brillant Whrary and 
looked out across orchards and firs to the 
russet roofs of Schloss Rosenburg. 

Russian troops had punched holes in the 
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library's marbleized plaster on which to string 
their laundry. Port the monks had restored 
mot of the abbey to its farmer vlory, and 
touring school children craned their necks 
arain in wwe ot the souring vistas on its 
ceilings. 

To the north we followed gratefully the yal- 
ley of the Thiva River, a wayward stream 
which ducks in and out of Crechoslowakia, 
heedless of political distinctions. At Wnid- 
hofen, Wentzel and IT lunched with Burge- 
master Franz Lersser. 

Lesser told us of his many projects for 
getting Waithofen hack on its feet, But he 
did not appear much perturbed, After all, as 
was inscribed on his ancient City Hall, the 
town had been destroyed by the King of 
Bohemia in 1328, swept by a plague in 1615, 
besieged by the Swedes in 1619 and 1645, 
and seared by fire as late os PRS74. What-wie 
one more affliction? 

Time took a forward bound at Karlstein: on 
the Thaya, We visited a watchmaking school

Burgenland means, literally, Land of Cas- 
tes, and in thetr rugged fortresses: the Ester- 
eins. antl Batthyanys and other nobles 
cuurded these marches and their own frurlal 
fortunes with considerable success, The ham- 
lets clastered below them still retain a shut-in, 
defensive air, Houses huddle shoulder to 
shoulder, with small windows, thick walls, 
real burrel gates, anc interconnecting pas- 
sagewars. To the marawwler they present a 
cold, united fromt: their tree Wife flourishes 
within their sunny courtyards. 

E:senstadt'’s Storks Winter in Egypt 

Fisenstadt, capital of Burgenland, keeps, 
too, a slightly feudal, air. The Esterhazy 
palace looms over the dreaming town, and 
the principal showpiece is the ovodest little 
house of Haydn, who drew his patronage 
irom the resident counts. 

Hayes for mast of his life spunved travel, 
clinging to Eisenstadt, I like to think that he 
consoled himself with the reflection: “My lan- 
moire is understomd everywhere!” The storks 
of Burgenland, however, have no such stay-at- 
home notions. Each winter they tuke off on 
family-plan fiehts:ta Egypt.

Boanets, Puffed Sleeves, and Dyed Eggs Say 
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A towering symbol of Burgenland’s past is 
Forchtenstein, the Esterhary coxstle frowning 
ower the vinevurds of the Rosalien Gebitge 
(page 173), Decrossed a Limbered bridge over 
its moat one day and penetrated its inner fast- 
nesses. On the walls of the sally part hung 
nine-foot muskets with one-inch bores and 
spiked wooden clubs suitable for ogres. A 100- 
foot pussageway lined with gilded state 
coaches led to the great keep itself anc a ban- 
quet hall decked with family portraits. 

Farchtenstein could defend itself even now 
from oll but artillery. Room after room, | 
found, contained racks of flintlocks, “<tewe 
rifles,” pikes, bayonets, pistoks—enough for 
a atmall anny. 

[n cellars behind walls six to ten feet thick 
I saw whole floors of bridles, saddles, cuirasses, 
and hehnets for the Esterhizy hussurs. 
Another basement contained hele ums: with 
endrmous ironbound wheels of solid wood and 
mortars capable of throwing one-foot-thick 
stone cannon bulls. | 

The castle's kitchen has a chimney hood 
13 feet square and waist-high spits that couid 
roast whole oxen. The almost bottomless well 
sends up a triple echo when vou shout inte 
it, and 2 flaming page of newspaper Alrmts 
down the shaft until it seems no big¢eer than 
B Climrette butt. 


Bell Clangs a Tribute to Beauty 


In Forchtenstein’s highest tower hangs 9 
bell called Tota, after a l3th-century countess, 
So admiring was her brother that be ordered 
the bell to be emplaced and to ring oul at 
sunrise and sunset in honor of her charms. 
The belle hos gone; the bell remains: it still 
rings in remembrance, | 

Somewhat mare up to date is the White 
Lady of Bernstein. Count Johann Almasy, 
our host. told us about her one evening as 
we were drinking 9 freerant jocal wine called 
Bismarck in his vaulted Italianate dining hall. 

“She was killed in the 13th century by her 
jealous husband,” he explained. 

“Later. it was ciscovertd that she wae quite 
cuiltless: and ever afterward she has wandered 
about the castle in her Renaissance headdress, 
4 green stone flashing from her forehead and 
her hands folded to ome sie of her chin.

He nearly lost it again in 1945. When the 
Soviet troops swept through, he olsstinately 
stayedon. “Alter all, Bernstein is all | have,” 
he explained. “Either they shoot me, or | 
keep it, Well, T kept i” 

To prepare himself, Count Almasy hastily 
thumbed through a 17th-century volume in his 
library containing instructions on "What To 
Do When the Enemy Comes’"—how to hide 
the silver and where to drive the pres, But, as 
it tumed out, his bigvest break came when the 
first Russian soldiers, machine pistels in hand, 
explored Bernstein in amazement and turned 
hack to him asking: “What o this place?” 

Desperately, be thoweht of an answer: 
“Well, really, a sort oof tuseum.” 

“Ah! A museum! And vow ore the cirec- 
tor?”

Houses cluster beneath this one-time fortress like chicks onder a hens wings 
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estin the Rast, with 800 members—typily the 
fervor of ite adherents. Tn their search for 
nocesible snow-covered slopes, club, members 
scouted the too-sunny hinterlands untii—eight 
years ago—they found a suitable site at Cabin 
Mountuin, near Davis, West Virginia. 

Contributing thelr own time, money. and in- 
genuity, the Washingtonians have fashioned 
a remarkable ski area out of 40 acres of 
Allegheny Mountains farmland. Were, 45 
miles below Mason and Dixon's line, snow 
isa sometime thing. But winds pile up deep 
drifts on the muuntainside, assuring on av- 
erage of LO skiing weekends a year. 


Skiing Fever Rekindled. 


Winter was. at its frozen zenith when T 
motored the 185 miles from Washington to 
Davis, On the ski slope, a blond girl with a 
southern pecent offered to lend me her equip- 
ment fora run down the hill.

Ski Garnival Started by Norwegian 
During the carnival 1 met o skier whose 
enthusiasm was uncimmerl! by the years. Mise 
Marjorie Perry hadn't missed one of the 45 
that have been held in Steambout Springs. 


“Carl Howelsen, a Norwerian, started the 


carnivals,” she told me. “Hé came to the 
United Stites with a circus and once per- 
formed a ski jump in Madison Square Garden 
om a slide grease! with vaseline for speed. 
Later he moved to Denver, then-in 1912 he 
come to Steamboat and a year later originated 
aur carnival. 

“Carl had quite a time convincing the 
townspeople that skis had to be tled on for 
jumping. Muthers said their children would 
surely break their legs that way, 50 the kids 
went off the jump with boots thrust through 
a strap on each ski. As often as not, the 
skis would fly aif in mid-air, 

“We girls skied in skirts. [1 was hard to 
get clath by the yard then, und flour sacking 
wae used to make odds and ends of clothing. 
T remember one girl tiking o spill: ber skirt 
flew over ber head and on her unilerclothes 
we tead Pride af the Ruchies.” 

Climax of the Steamboat Springs cornival 
come with. the night events on Howelsen Ail 
L stood amony the spectators as a-steady line 
of skiers asceniled the floodlit slope via the 
‘T-bar tow. Promptly at show time, the lights 
went out. Somewhere in the stidilen black- 
ness i huge hoop burst into fame. From high 
above, a skier brandishing « torch tn cach 
hand started down the hill. Heading directly 
for the burning hoop, he gathered sper anal 
then, at the last secend, leaped through the 
circle of fite in. a high, graceful arc. 

Two lines of tarch-bearing skters then criss- 
crossed the hillin S shaped curves: (page 254), 
Following. the crowning of the carmival queeti 
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came the exuberant finale: a pair of skiers 
kiting through the darkness exploding fire- 
works to left and right. 

On Monday morning, with the carnival over 
for another year, Pam approached me after

Skiers Race for Silver Belt 


The last leg of my skiing tour brought me 
over the granitedomed Sierra Neviida into 
Culifornia. An aerial tramway—aptly called 
the Magic Carpet— wafted me above the head- 
waters of the South Vuha River to the popular 
Sugar Bowl, 75 miles northeast of Sacramento 
(page 232), T orrived on the heels of a 1Q-cay 
storm that had left a whopping 270 inches af 
snow on the grown at near-by Norden, 

[ was just in time to. see the Silver Belt 
Giant Slalom race, an annual event inspired 
by contests held in the Sierra during gold-rush 
(ays. 

Ty 1853 miners snowhwtind in the mountains 
north of the Yuba had taken to using primitive 
skis called “Norway skates.” Within a year 
they were racing on 9- to 14-foot models. 
A belt agleam with silver became the trucli- 
tional prize. Bitter rivalry sprang up among 
the various cunpe, cach ousting its champion. 

Like modern skiers, the racers waxed their 
aonden runners to increase speed. “Dope 
makers,” using such ingredients ws halsam, 
pint tur, camphor, and candle grease, con- 
cocted waxes Known as "Sterra Lightning.” 
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Recipes were jealously guarded, andl racers 
were convinced that they wor or lost because 
of the dope they used, 

However, the primary fimetion of the old 
skis retained transpertittion. An almnst 
legendary figure of the era was John A. (Snow- 
shoe) Thomson, a Norwegian settler in Call- 
fornia. He carried the mail on skis over the Si- 
erragrom Placerville to Carson Valley, Nevada, 
from 1836 te bafh. Whatever the weather, it 
took him three days to ski the 90 miles tu 
the valley: this while laden with a pack weich- 
ing from 60 to 100 pounds, The return trip, 
with its more frequent downhill runs, required 
ctily 48 heters, 

From the Sugar Bow) ] proceeded to Squaw 
Valley, also high tn the Sierrn, where the 19At) 
Olympic Winter Games will take pluce (page 
240). When T arrived to the inst week of 
April, snow still was many feet deep. But 
eolitude and tranquillity had long since de- 
juirted from Squaw Vallew. The air rever- 
berated] with the roar of thatging bulldovers 
and the cadenced boom of on immense pile 
driver as engineers worked feverishly to fit 
the urea for the coming human deluge. 

A mammoth stadium to aeat 11,000 was well 
under way, and foundations had been set for 
the sprawling Olympic village that will house 
1,200 contestants and officials.

Trade Winds Gool Mowntatnous Island 


My bushaind and 7 savored much of this 
special! brand of hospitality. as we vacutioned 
in ont of the most beautiful ishinds in the 
West Indies (mop, page 261). Subterranean 
activity has heaved its surface into rugged 
peaks wid fertile valleys. Trace winds air- 
condition the island's 40-ly-19 miles, keep 
ine temperatures in the 70% unl SO0’« most 
of the time. 

Martiniqne’s discoverer, Christopher Colum- 
bus, called here on his fourth voyave in 1.402- 
‘Twenty-one dave out of the Canary I[slanels, 
he took on fresh water and rested three days 
hefore pressing on in search of El Doral. 

More than a-ccentury later adventurer Pierre 
Belain d'Rsnombue arrived with his band of 
French colonists, On the wide roadstead at 
the foot of Mount Pelee, he founded a settle- 
ment und named it, none too modestly, St. 
Fierre. The names Mount Pelée and St. 
Pierre mink high in the history of disaster, On 
a May morming in 1902 Pelée erupted in a 
holocaust that engulfed the city, Of the town's 


30,000 inhabitants, only ane is known to have 
su Vive. . 

St. Pierre's destruction thrust the islanil’s 
second city to the fore: Today most of Fort 
de France's 45,000 inhabitants are crowdrdl 
hetwren two rivers named, with Gallic gal- 
lantry, Riviere Marame and Riviere Monsieur. 

There wae a tovch of magic about aur first 
morming in French Martinique. Flowering 
botiuminvillea, shading from royal purple and 
red to palest lavender, cascaded over the patio 
of our hotel near Fort de France, the cupital, 
Hummingbirds finshed like jewels among 
the blossoms. 

Just off the palm-shadedl Caribbean shore- 
Tine below ts, floats of a-seine net bobbed in 
a wide anc between two native heats. Straw- 
hatted fishermen «shouted excitedly os fish 
leaped. fell glittering. and leaped again. 

| turned at the whisper of bare feet behind 
me. A tall, dusky wonmuin strode lithely along 
the pathway beside our patio, balancing a 
wexlen tray of yevetubles on her head. After 
her trettec) a pint-steed copy, perhaps her 
daughter, bearing gs smaller burden: 


Planter’s Day Hrings Thrones 


Caught in the ebb and flow of Fort de 
France's pedestrian. traffic, we leaned over 
Riviere Madame's crowded will, Below us, 
fishermen rowed boats up the shallow river 
mouth to peddle their catch, 

Eayer housewives elbowed us for space. 
One impromptu buyer, finding herself without 
i basket, handed down her battered bat. It 
wis Monday, Planter’s Day, when the country 
comes to town, overflowing the tiny cubicles 
which serve as &éhopes. 

Stepping into a Lilliputian hardware store 
for a tin of shoe polleh, | ducked to avoid a 
culvanized bathtuh hanging just above my 
head, not to mention 2 bicycle, garden hose, 
lanterns, brooms, and pots and pans. 

Yet this dearth of space did not deter free 
enterprise, One barber operated an tee-cream 
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pitrlor ina back row of his shop, Along the 
‘anal others staged cockfights to attract trade. 

My husband still winkes at the mention 
of another enterprising barber, Chuck had 
asked. in his “working” French, to have 
“just a little” taken off, then settled back 
in the chair to bone up on the linguage with 
a French magazine. Miniites later, he locked 
like o freshly shorn sheep. The barter had 
clipped off “all but a little.” 


Governor Undaunted by Mosquitoes 


When d'Esnambue's colonists established a 
acttlement at Fort de France in 1638, in 
addition to the original colony at Si. Pierre, 
they were confronted with mosequito-ridden 
nuirshes. But Gov. Jacques Dyel du Parquet 
persevered, insisting that the splendid natural 
harbor promised untold opportunities to a 
town on its shore, 

He was right. By 1680 Fort de France, 
then Fort Roval. became the official capital. 
To protect the settlement, Fort St. Louis sent 
its massive stone walls sheer to the sea. The 
fort still juts into the hay an a bootlike 
pramonhary, 

A dapper Betitenant of the French Nave 
escorted us along dim passageways. He told 
us that Fort St. Louis's earliest encounters 
were with buccaneers and fierce Carib Indians. 

With the 18th century came a long series 
of clashes between Fronce and England, 
Three times Martinique was tossed from one 
to the other and back, until it was finally re- 
sained by France in 1809, 

Earthquake and hurricane have so tumbled 
Fort de France's buildings that txlay wooden 
replacements mingle with oll stone ta give 
the city a weathered appearance (page 2644, 
The yellow-tinted business district fronts. one 
of the finest harbors in the West Inches, 

Our favorite haunt in Fort we France was 
the market, where a high roof arches over an 
entire city block. As our eves grew accustomed 
to the dim light, we saw pyramids of green 
bread(riit, velvety-brown. sapedillas, oranges, 
lomutees, pineapples, pails of tawny tiger lilies 
and pastel gerber daisi¢;—all lying on long 
irestle tables, Around a central pillar piles of 
straw luiskets and hats wobbled precariously, 
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Roosters crowed defiantly over the hurlv- 
burly. Shoppers jammed narrow aisles, as 
busy greetine friends as doing their market- 
ing. Martiniquais seldom meet, be it fyur 
times a day, with lex than a handshake. 
Usually they embrace. 

We discovered the women behind these 
laden tables were a match for the shrewdest 

“Your bananas are rather speckled this 
morning.” 1 overheard a customer tell a vendor 
Teed «Lise, 

“tou aren't so pretty vourself,” said Lise. 

Several blocks from the market, -stately 
white buildings of the Préfecture evmbolize 
Martinique’s newly emancipated government. 
After almost three centuries os (a French 
colony, Martinique became o department of 
France on january f, 1948. The move was 
similar to Alaska's achieving statehood, 

Rover Albert, 1 voung Fort de France husi- 
neseman, showed us arcund his store, where 
the main attraction te me was French per- 
fume—at French prices. Leaving me sniffing 
happily, M. Albert went over to help a young 
piz-tailed customer who ston) gazing at a 
shelf of elaborately dressed dolls. 


Designs Date from Slave Days 


“These dolls are wearing the traditional 
Martiniquais costume,” M. Albert explained, 
“Tt dates from the abolition of slavery, To- 
(lay you'll find only older folk. wearing it far 
weddings ur festive occasions, 

“Why dent you jo and see Monsieur Louis 
Boisliville’s folklore group?” added cur 
friend. “They wear this old costume to wel- 
come visitors” 

Next day we met M. Boisliville and six 
costumed girls from the Groupe Folklorique 
an the lawn of Vves Berté’s home hich in the 
hills above Fort de France (puge 263), 

“T tell for vou the lanzguave of the madras 
| headdress|," one of the girls sail, “If single 
point is tighted, it means my heart i¢ free.

Islanders Speak Own Brand of French 


“Vee. Martinique is French to the back- 
bone.” T temirked to Chuck one afternoon in 
Fort de France, and looked up at o billboard 
to se: tebt-lpped Gary Cooper scyuinting 
from beneath a Stetson, The poster acver- 
tise a film called Le Pron Siflera Dros Fats 
—The Troin Will Blow Tiree Times, To 
other words, Wied Noon. 

Native Muartinicquais speak: French—with o 
difference. “The difference,” says a local his- 
torian, “is really French deformer), garbled, 
col up, abbreviated,” The end product is a 
patois incontprehensible to o Parisian. 

Unique, too, is Martinique’s celebration of 
carnival. In most countries. Lenten festivities 
end the night before Ash Welnealay, But not 
here, Merormakers dance through the streets 
until nightfall on Ash Wednesday. Then “Val- 
Val.” a great effigy of the carnival spirit, is 
burned asco climax to the celebration, 

Of the calypsos and other sprightly rhythms 
to which every hamlet echoes during carnival, 
ane particularly is dear to. the hearts of Muar- 
tiniquais, On their island, they claim, began 
the hezuine: a dance which has spread all over 
the world, 

Taking the west const road north from Fort 
de France one morning, we leapfrogged from 
hill to hill, Steep ridges stretch from the 
Pituns du Carbet to drop obrupthy into the 
Caribbean. EKetween these promontories, 
wherever the sea washes o beach of glistening 
black sand, fishing villages nestle. 

We found most of Belle Fontaime’s vil- 
lagers hip deep in surf, hauling in a 600-fo0 
net, Strung out in two groups, perhaps 700 
feet apart, buxom women, naked children, and 
oldsters pulled rhythmically, Offshore, fisher- 
mun leaned from their boats, slapping the 
water with oars to turn estaping fish back 


inte their prison. 
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Judging from the babble of voices, each 
gay acul seemed to feel that he personally 
was directing the entire operation, 

“Ht advice could spawn fish, this should be 
a record catch!” siid Chuck. 

The joke soon was on him, With trouser 
lees rolled. he waded in with a camera, A brisk 
wave clapped down, scwking him to the waist, 

“Av! Ay! Ler pentelons!” lnuphed the 
toiling villagers: 

Rain-bearing trade winds, robbed! of their 
moisture by the high central range, give little 
Histenince to these parched leeward slopes 
during the dry season, Yet fields of sugar 
cane find toe holds in the upper reaches 
of some valleys, or fordy Occasionally, 
fragrant «dors <rifted down to us from a gray 
stone mill at the head ofa valley, 

lerew to lowe these dim, high«roofedt huyild- 
ings. impregnated with the delicious amell of 
cane juice simmering in huge vals—fret step 
in making sugar or rum. More than once 
we quenched our thirst with freshly squeeged 
juice, which has a grassy flavor, 

Martinique’ earliest colonists grew tobacce, 
until the market was ghrited. Totliy sugar 
nnd rum, produced from 37,000 acres of cone, 
necommt for a big share of island exports: 

Qyver good roads we crisscrossed Miurti- 
nique's largest usar bowl, the extensive plains 
aroutd Le Lamentin, the tshind’s third city. 
Drainage channels have freed some of this 
rich, swampy lowland for cultivation. They 
aleo provide cheap barge transportution, carry- 
ins suzar to ships in Fort de France Bay. 


Collective Plants Process 


Central sugat-processing factories were in- 
stituted in 1850, Most planters send their 
cane to these collective centers, but ram is 
a ape in 32 scattered distilleries. 

To five us a food look at cane cutting, 
planter Jacques Bolly took us on a bumpy deep 
tour of his Mantation Lajus, near Le Carhet. 

“Couhin't do without this runnbout,” he 
said, busily shifting @eors. “Must of this 


land belongs to oy family," he told us 
proudly, adding as an ufterthought, “1 have 


10 children find 31 grandchildren!” 

As we pulled abreast of barefooted cutters 
hacking away with flashing machetes, they 
grinned gool-naturadiy, Cane stalks were 
severed clase to the ground, stripped of their 
lraves. then tritssed into bondles for head- 
loading by women and beys to waiting trucks 
(page 276). 
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Martinique: 


“All of our canes.tto Into rum protuction,” 
our host explained an the drive back. “But 
Id sugeest vou try a glass af my wife's to- 
mate juice. It's better in the head and the 
stomach.” 

Two davs Jater we returned at MM. Bally's 
invitation to watch the harvesting of bananas, 
Martinique's banana production has flour- 
ished, reaching an export total af 95,000 tons 
of ee In a gai] vem. 

“Ves, they re a fickle crop,” sighed Hiully. 
“One year they bring a good price. The next 
year, ie vou Americans savy, you lose your 
chemise, 

“Vou must dig conals, pump water, irrigate, 
spray, worry... he threw up his hyena, 
“(est formidable!" 

At a central packing shed, women padded 
god wrapped cach banana stem inelividually 
for the lO-day trip. to France in refrigerated 
anit. 

Suddenly. one woman leaped back. A cal- 
loused heel stamped on a bristly matentow 
falaize, local name for 9 small poisonous 
spider occasionally broweht in on bananas. 


Buck-vord Farmers Produce \lost Bononos 


“Actually, farge-scale production on planta- 
tions like ours accounts for only 30 percent of 
Martiniqie’s banana eutput,” our host ex. 
plained. “Small farmers find it easy to plant 
afew bananas in a buck Int.” 

The iskind'’s abundance of food ts multi- 
Mied by this back-yard planting, In the 
sheltered southern valley of Grande Riviere 
Pilote, we notice! that most homes prew 
orange or grapefruit trees, forming Mar- 
tinique’s citris belt. 

To bring breadiruit trees from Tahiti as 
fool for the West Indian shave population, 
Lt. William Bligh mace his ill-starred voyage 
in H.M.S. Bawnty.* Today these trees crow 
orofusely, providing a sturchy staple in the 
landers’ diet, together with yams and im- 
ported rice, 

Even stranger circumstances than those js- 
sciated! with the arrival of breadfruit mare 
a Martinique army captain the Western Honti- 
sphere’s first coffee planter. Earhy in the 18th 
century, the greenhouse of Lowe XIV of 
France sheltered] rare coffee plants which 
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proved too great a temptation to the green 
thumb oof Martinique’s visiting Captain 
Gabriel de Clieu. He obtained one plant and 
nurse! it tenderly on the long vovage home, 
ever sharing with it his ration from the ship's 
dwindling water supply. 

Coffee took an immediate jiking to the 
Indies. Seedlings from the flourishing plants 
of de Cliew in Martinique found their way to 
French Guiana. The governor's wife, charmed 
by anattentive Brazilian diplomat, de Melo 
Palheta; wave him several plants. 

From this modest start South America: grew 
Into a coffee giant, pouting almust 2 billion 
pounds into the United States alone in a 
typical recent vear. In Martinique, however, 
the demand for sugar and bananas has almost 
eliminated local coffee production, 


Orchids Cling to Lofty Trees 


Like a colony of giant anthills. the 3,900-. 
foot Fitons du Carbet loomed ahead of us« 
through -switling vray mists the morning we 
took the rain forest rod north. A refreshing 
coolness crept in our car windows os the mar- 
row highway plunger! deep inte the jungle, 

Clutching fixnas festooned mammoth trees, 
filtering tiny shafts of light to choking under- 
growth. On the trunks of jungle giants: fravile 
atchitts of palest pink found toe holds, In this 
teeming fertility we were bardly surprised to 
See 8 Ssienpest which had taken foot ane 
sprouted leaves. 

The forest's spell was sudidenty broken as a 
Fort de France-hound bus careened wildly 
around a bend ahead of us, bulging with 
countryfilk and produce, Leery of schedules

dle, this one missed us by an eyelash.

Visit to a Sugar Plantation 


Martinique’s mountainous terrain gives 
highway enwineers nightmares: We covered 
many raged) dirt miles the day we visited 
Jean Lucy de Fossarieu newr Grand’ Riviére, 
on the north capst. 


It was almest noon when we reached 
Beausejour, Jean's suvar plantation, When 


cur host learned that T had been brought up 
on the neighboring British island of Barhades, 
he told os,“ went to school on the island of 
Antigua. Mind if T practice my rusty English 
cn you?” 

Ais wife Monique, petite and blonde, with 
the prettiest blue eves in all Martinique, spoke 
no English at all, So 1 practiced my French 
on her. 

After luncheon with Monique, Jean, and 
their three children, we strolled nto o ter- 
race shaded by huge mango trees. Stancdini 
an this northern bluff, we could almost hove 
been at a ship's rail looking wcross the white- 
Heckel! 25-mile channel to the gray ghost of 
Dominica, néxt in the ishind hain. 

Ina garden ablaze with bougainvillea, 
three-year-old Jean Louis sniled his toy baat 
In an attractive swimming pool under biz 
sister Elizabeth's watchful eve. 

“Qur pool is fed by water from a mountain 


stream,” big Jean explained proudly. The 
stream emerged {rom the pool to turn a small 
turbine, From there, it splashed on te the dis- 
tillery, revolving huge rollers, After such 
yeoman service, it plunged over a cliff to the 
beach more than 200 feet below. 

In the distillery—rhummeric in local patois 
—tmassive old machinery squeezed juice from 
sugar cane to make rum, just abut os it did 
when the walls were constructed in 1824, 

“Of course, there have been renovations 
since those early days, But even the best rum 
isn't difficult to produce,” Jean said, 

He added with a grin, “We have a saying in 
Martinique— Boys make rum: men make 
sugar. Almost 75 percent of the island's cane 
is Made into sugar, but that 25 percent we 
‘bays’ distill brings in nearly half as much 
as all the ‘men’s’ sugar—ahout 25,000,000 
a Ver, | 

“We've got problems. though,” continued 
Jean. “Since Martinique became o depart- 
ment, we pay the same wages as in some parts 
of France, despite the difference in living 
standards, Our payroll has more than doubler. 

“Tt's after three,” he said, elancing at his 
wrist watch, “Let's go down and watch the 
fishing fleet come in at Grand’ Riviere.” 

Leaning against the cliff hase, Grand’ 
Rivitre braced against stiff winds and pound- 
ing surf. Children were skipping home from 
a new school. Center of activity for the | 200 
inhahitants wus the short black-sand beach 
where fishing boats lasicded, 


Fishermen Land Four-foot Dolphins 


Crewnien strode to o weighing room with 
their catch.

By the time we returned, the noonday sun 
had scorched! my nose os pink ox the lobsters 
Madame Clement heaped on platters for the 
hungry swintmers: [n leisurely succession fal- 
lowred turtle soup topped with a Mfoating turtle 
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tue, kingtish, tiny French loaves, creamer! 
chicken and rice, a ifeen salad, sssorted 
cheeses, light French pastries, and black coffer. 

Another day found us sampling more of the 
east coast, Hidden from view until we-crested 
a low ridge, the ted-roofed village of Le 
Robert nestled beside turquoise-blue water, 
Its white church spire looked watchfully over 
tmy islands dotting the bay like a brood of 
ducklings. . 

In La Trinité we asked directions to the 
beach ot Baie du Trésor from a black-frocked 
priest stunding beside the road with his motor- 
cycle.

After a.swim and picnic lunch, we swung 
north thrvuuh Ste, Maurie and Marigot to Le 
Lorrain, Historleally, these eastern bays be- 
longed to Martinicque’s pre-Columbian settlers, 
We learned about these early tribes from 
Robert Pinchon, a young science teacher. 


Aruwaks Routed by Caribs 


Artifacts excavate) along the east coast 
tstublish the existence of two distinct rmees 
nnd cultures in Martinique, Pinchon told us. 

“The Arawaks Ilved here from about ap, | 
to 1000, Then a fierce warring tribe, the 
Carbs, began pressing op the West tndian 
archipelago, They chased the Arawaks from 
island to ishind.” 

“Where did the Carihs settle?"* [ asked. 

“Mainly on the southeast coast,” Pinchon 
teplied. “They usually chose fresh-water 
Streams beside high lookout pulnts. 1 found 
a typical settlement near the mouth of Riviere 
du Paquemar. with stone weapons and axes 
shaped from conch shells. Even their pottery 
reflected their warlike mode of life. | 

“Tsland-hopping Carih warriors wasted 
litte time-or skill on the amenities of life,’ our 
friend continued, “They traveliad light and 
they resisted European invasion so fiercely

Having exchanged our U. 5. cur- 
reney at the rate of 350 French francs to the 
dollar, we paused before a charred check for 
the sum of one franc. then worth abet 19 
cents, How times have change! 

Only five days remained to climb Pelee 
when a clear-weather forecast brought a call 
from Paul Cozale that we'd tackle the voleann 
next day. 

A few persistent stars dotted) the jfive- 
o'clock sky when we picked up the Olsons 
at the American Consular nesidence. The 
village of Morne Rowe snatched a lost 40 
winks os We motored] through quiet streets. 
Pelee’s bulk: looned hazily abead in the pray- 
ing. dawn. 

Turning off the highway, we jeeped up. a 
bone-shaking side road for half a mile until 
bh nose dive into a pothole damaged our jeep 
und we started climbing ufoot. 

Resting for a moment where the path 
petered out beside a low stone buikding, Cazalé 
indicuted our route up the exithern slope,
